It said that 
although the Mugs rcrc free fioa party policies and wished to re-

of .n tercet, irpdt jniont, employers 1 associations etc., should 
enter upon j.cliticul activities, sanding persons to the platform who 
were capubli. ci standing up Tor the economic and ethical demands of 
the .liag, and to moke them heard, if only in legislature* 

In the course of tha disau anion, it was discussed to get together 
witn political parties in order to place on **d equate number of 
trusted Mag members on the lists of nominees j in return Hiag would 
promise ita vote. 

The reel oi the dlccucsion did not have the foccesu desired by the 
initiators, tlany participants protested ogainot tainting lil ug acti- 
vities with politics. It was criticized that the management on 
IcQuiul level often engaged in activities which wore none of their 
bjclneua, ano m thout oei ng authorized by the members. The argument 
ti.ut the exi o tenoe of the organization was . v ».*opardi zed, and that 
yit\j robber* would resign, induced BE»hE to adroit frankly that the 
initiators o f Uii.. v. ^tin^ *cre of the same opinion, und that, there- 
fore, thoy wi. inert to uoqaMnt tho audience with “the outlined Ideas 
ao that they could uac their infUipnce ovor loAei echelons. 



No resolution wao adopted, since it was not possible to. deflect the 
audience. 

b. Before Ue Second Regular Bund Mooting was opened on 7 and 8 No- 
vember 195J in Hotel "Heue Drusel" in. Kassel. HBUSSER invited 
the Management Board of the Bundj liaison Office, the Land Speakers 
and ST BIN EH to an internal conversation which lasted hours. 

HABSSBR read a memorandum concerning the matter of the Bund Liai- 
son Office, which contained the following points!

No com- 
promise waai eached to unite the diverging opiniono. " STEINER,

LUtfwoER 1 e motion was not placed on the agenda when organisation 
and statute? t?cx c dlscaaaed. HACSoBL declared that he fel t he 
could no longer help carryin; tho rcoponsibility for the develop- 
ment of the Bund Association of the Uiag. He left the meeting. 

RIC IAJJj stated In the course of the meeting, that all efforts 
wnlcn f-erv goin^ to bo mado would have bearing on the Death Head 
aasooiationc a: well ns on the reserve troops.
